Minister 
Of 
War 
Would 
Strengthen Army But Only 
For Defensive Purposes. 


By Joseph E. SI tar key 
Paris 
(A P)— Joseph 
Paul-Bon- 
cour, minister of war, wants to re­ 
organize the French army so th at it 
may be more mighty in defending 
the country’s frontiers against a t­ 
tack. 
He indicated that he is going to 
do this irrespective of the fate of 
the French plan of disarmament at 
the Geneva conference. 
Emphasizes “Defense" 
"We French,” said the minister, 
“wish to live in an atmosphere of 
national security and to feel at all j 
times that our borders are proof! 
against assault. 
"We have no aggressive designs, 
but I have become convinced after 
conferences with high military of­ 
ficers th at we must fortify our de­ 
fensive strength. 
And," he added 
emphatically "I want to emphasize 
the word ‘defensive’.” 
M. Paul-Boncour already has con­ 
voked several sessions of the su­ 
perior council of war to study the ! 
reorganization plans. 
Man Power Decreasing 
He is thinking too of 1935 when 
Fi ance will have fewer young men j 
to call to the ranks. In that year 
the boys born during the world war 
are due to perform their military 
service of one year. The full effect 
of the great war upon the birth 
rate of Fiance will be in evidence 
when that call comes. 
The war minister is convinced I 
that he can reorganize the army 
without increasing either the num ­ 
ber of soldiers or the cost of m ain­ 
taining the big military machine. 
"In fact,” he said, “we man pro- j 
duce an organization essentially de- j 
Tensive with fewer soldiers and at 
less cast. 
“W hat I am aiming at is a cover-1 
ing army which would assure the.’ 
inviolability of our national bor­ 
ders. A short-term army furnished 
w’ith automatic weapons of a power 
unknown in the great war, would j 
be immensely powerful in protect- | 
mg FYance against attack.” 
Beyond emphasizing the signifi­ 
cance 
of 
automatic 
quick-firing 
weapons the minister said he was 
not yet in a position to reveal the 
scheme of organization. 
But he 
went as far as this 
“I believe in the possibility of de­ 
fending our country by mobilizing 
our national army in its entirety. 
“This system implies, however, a 
thorough instruction both of con­ 
scripts and reservists. 
“It means minute attention to the 
problem 
of 
mobilization 
because 
necessarily the period of mobiliza­ 
tion will be longer under a system 
of short term conscript service.’*

Nearly A Million Quarts Of 
Free Milk Distributed To 
Needy Last Week. 


More th an 989,000 quarts of milk 
were distributed last week in P enn­ 
sylvania 
through 
the 
2500 
dis­ 
tributing sources known as Pennsyl­ 
vania m ilk stations are supported 
through federal funds and are su­ 
pervised by th e state emergency re­ 
lief board. 
Distribution reports are 
m ailed regularly to Dr. Theodore B. 
Appel, secretary of health. 
In addition, in the same period, 
30,900 quarts of milk were distribut­ 
ed through the nineteen state milk 
stations which are financed from a 
portion of the money received from 
th e state capitol employes’ fund for 
organized charity. 
Approximately 
$100,000 have been allotted to milk 
relief by employes whose dep art­ 
m ents are under executive super- 
| vision, from their voluntary con­ 
tributions of 
a day’s pay 
each 
m onth. 
At the present time this 
allotm ent is being draw n upon a t 
the rate of $10,000 a month. 
“By Governor Pinchot’s order the 
supervision of the distribution of 
m ilk 
to 
undernourished 
children 
throughout Pennsylvania has fallen 
upon 
the 
state 
departm ent 
of 
health working in cooperation with 
the various county organizations set 
up by the state emergency relief 
board,” Doctor Appel said. 
“One 
hundred and thirty nurses of the 
departm ent’s nursing bureau are as­ 
sisting in the supervision, investi­ 
gation and follow-up 
work 
con­ 
nected w ith this treem ndous prob­ 
lem. 
“The splendid spirit of coopera­ 
tion on the part of the medical pro­ 
fession, teachers and welfare work­ 
ers regarding milk relief will result 
in m aterially combating the 
de­ 
structive physical factors in chil­ 
dren which inevitably arise in a de­ 
pression period and which had as 
their basis a lack of proper nu­ 
trition.”

Children cannot w ait to grow up, 
and now are in g reater need of 
skilled training in citizenship than 
ever before, Dr. Jam es N. Kule, ; 
state superintendent of public in­ 
struction, reminded P ennsylvania’s 
63,000 public school officials and 
teachers, in his letter of greetings 
to to annual convention group of 
the Pennsylvania S tate Education 
association, assembled this week in 
H arrisburg. 
His m essage follows, 
in p art: 
“The prim ary objective of free 
public schools is to prepare com ­ 
petent citizens for the sta te and 
nation. 
“This 
was 
the 
ideal 
which 
prom pted members of our consti­ 
tutional convention of 1873 to w rite 
into the fundam ental law of the 
com m onwealth. 
’The general a s­ 
sem bly shall provide for the m ain­ 
tenance and support of a thorough 
and 
efficient 
system 
of 
public 
schools, wherein all the children 
of the commonwealth 
above 
the 
age of six years may be educated. 
“ Thus the m akers of our consti­ 
tution insured the perpetuity and 
safety of 
our dem ocratic 
in sti­ 
tutions. 
“ In the present crisis there m ust 
be no interruption of the process 
of preparing boys and girls to a s­ 
sum e responsibility for the conduct 
of social and economic affairs of 
the commonwealth. 
This p rep ara­ 
tion cannot safely be deferred or 
abridged. 
Children cannot w ait to 
grow up. 
“Com petent, loyal citizenship is 
the need of the hour. 
It can and 
should be 
em phasized 
in 
every 
school activity.”
